Newton borrowing more money, 
said that the mayor had stated 
he was "not adverse” to it. 

The city at present can borrow 
up to 2? 2 per cent of its assesed 
valuation and. if it gets the ap¬ 
proval of the Emergency Finance 
Board, can borrow an additional 
2H per cent. 

Mr. Pratt said Mayor Lock- 
wood told him he could not make 
a final decision about borrow¬ 
ing at that time since he did 
not have the estimated needs of 
the School Department. 

That brought a Seated chal¬ 
lenge from Clyde S. Casady, 
chairman of the education com¬ 
mittee, who stated that the 
School Department is the one 
department which is not late in 
getting its figures. "The School 
Department is being blamed 
again for something it did not 
do,” he charged. "I do not believe 
this is an accurate statement. I 
challenge that statement.” 

"We are asked to run these re¬ 
serve accounts down to next to 
nothing on the basis of this state¬ 
ment by the .7.«iyor,” Chairman 
Wood said. "This statement does 
not show whether the mayor def¬ 
initely will or will not borrow.” 

He said there is about $101,000 
left in the street construction ac¬ 
count and about $300,000 In the 
sewer and drain account. The 
aldermen should not use these , 
up unless they know where fur¬ 
ther funds are coming from, Mr. 
Wood stated. 

Ernest G. Angevine said he 
voted against the "mile-long 
sewer” because he thought the 
leaking sewer under Echo Bridge 
should be repaired first. He 
pointed out that the leakage was 
adding to Charles River pollu¬ 
tion problems. 

Mayor Lockwood, reached by 
telephone, promised to ask for. 
all financial reports by Thurs¬ 
day so the aldermen could de¬ 
cide on whatr steps should be 
taken. The contractor agreed to 
further extension of his bid 
on the Oak Hill sewer until the 
special meeting is held. 

The largest single expenditure 
voted for street work was $21,000 
for the building of Waban ave¬ 
nue, Waban, from Carlton road 
to slightly beyond Irwin road. 

Although the aldermen voted 
$22,000 to pay for the reconstruct . 
tion of Nonantum Square, New¬ 
ton, but only one-third of this 
will actually be spent. Mr. Prior 
explained the reconstruction is 
being done under Chapter 90 of 
the state laws, which means that 
the city, state and county will 
share the costs. However, Mr. 
Prior declared, the city must go 
through the formality of appro¬ 
priating the total needed for the 
project. ^ 

An off-street parking area on 
Pearl street, Newton, will cost 
$13,000, Mr. Prior reported. The 
lowest bid on making the area 
was $J.0,000, but the extra funds , 
will idipply the project with curb¬ 
ings, shrubbery and other items 
not included in the bid. 

Other appropriations included 
$4300 for the construction of a 
drain on Concord street and pri- 
vate land, Auburndale, to the 
Charles River; $920 for sewer 
construction on Christina street, 
Newton Highlands, and $1250 for 
drain and sewer construction on 
Intervale road, Newton Centre. 

Acting on a finance commit- . 
tee request, the aldermen voted 
$5000 to run this year’s session. 
of the Newton High School sum¬ 
mer school. This money will be 
returned to the treasury, Mr. 
Wood said, since the school, 
which charges tuition, is forbid¬ 
den to spend more on operating 
expenses than the total income 
from the tuitions.

75 Years Ago 

Seventy-five years ago last month in a 
Boston of horse cars, gas lights, floor-sweep¬ 
ing skirts and frock coats, three men who 
owned the telephone “hung out their shin¬ 
gle.” On just what day of the month, no 
one now can definitely tell. 

The shingle was a modest little leaflet. It 
didn’t say, “Telephones for Hire,” but that 
was the idea as the telephone’s owners an¬ 
nounced to the world they were ready to 
do business. Simply entitled “The Tele¬ 
phone,” the leaflet was dated May, 1877. 
It answered the skeptics who had maintained 
tfcat the telephone, which had first talked 
the year before, on March 10, 1876, would 
never be more than an interesting scientific 
toy. 

The proprietors of the Telephone, the in¬ 
vention of Alexander Graham Bell, for 
which patents have been issued by the United 
States and Great Britain, are now prepared 
to furnish Telephones for the transmission 
of articulate speech through instruments not 
more than twenty miles apart,” the adver¬ 
tisement began. 

Bell and the two men—Gardiner G. Hub¬ 
bard of Cambridge, Mass., and Thomas San¬ 
ders of Haverhill, Mass.—who had given 
him financial support in his development of 
the telephone, were the proprietors. They 
were not organized as a company, but had 
only a written agreement among themselves 
not formal enough to have a name. 

The advertisement appeared over Hub¬ 
bard’s name. He was the promoter of the 
trio, and presumably he wrote the advertise¬ 
ment, which continued: “Conversation can 
be easily carried on after slight practice and 
with the occasional repetition of a word or 
sentence. On first listening to the Tele¬ 
phone, though the sound is perfectly audible, 
the articulation seems to be indistinct; but 
after a few trials the ear becomes accus¬ 
tomed to the peculiar sound and finds little 
difficulty in understanding the words.” 

Following this general reassurance to his 
readers, copy writer Hubbard added selling 
force to the advertisement with a listing of 
the telephone’s advantages. “No skilled 
operator is required,” he pointed out. “Com¬ 
munication is more rapid,” he promised. 
Clinching the matter, he said, “No expense 
required for operation, maintenance, or re¬ 
pair; the telephone needs no battery, and 
has no complicated machinery; it is unsur¬ 
passed for economy and simplicity.” 

For social purposes to connect a dwelling 
with any other building, the advertisement 
said, a pair of telephones would be leased 
for $20 a year; for business purposes, $40 
a year. The lessors would keep the instru¬ 
ments in good working order, “free of ex¬ 
pense, except from injuries resulting from 
great carelessness.” 

If people who leased telephones desired, 
the proprietors would construct necessary 
lines at from $100 to $150 a mile. But they 
suggested that any good mechanic could con¬ 
struct a line. 

“For further information and orders ad¬ 
dress Thomas A. Watson, 109 Court Street, 
Boston,” the advertising leaflet concluded, 
although on the inside it carried extracts 
“from the press and other sources relating 
to the Telephone.” 

Thomas A. Watson since 1875 had been 
Bell's mechanical assistant, while having his 
regular employment at the electrical shop 
of Charles Williams, Jr., 109 Court Street. 
But he was now, in 1877, employed by the 
telephone’s owners; and Williams was manu¬ 
facturing telephones in his Court Street 
shop. 

It has been pretty well established that 
this first telephone advertisement came out 
about mid-May, after the telephone’s owners 
had received encouragement as to its com¬ 
mercial possibilities with the leasing earlier 
in the month of several pairs of instru¬ 
ments. 

The lessees were Roswell C. Downer of 
Somerville, banker; James Emery, Jr., of 
Charlestown, wholesale fish dealer; and 
James R. Osgood of Boston, book publisher. 
All arranged their leases early in May and 
thus became the first *hree men in the world 
to agree to pay for the use of telephones. 

Downer was the* first to install the tele¬ 
phones he hired, connecting them about May 
1, 1877, to an existing telegraph wire be 
tween his Somerville home and the’office of 
Stone & Downer, 28 State Street, Boston. 

But Emery was the first to pay for his 
lease of the instruments, and Charles Wil¬ 
liams, Jr., upon receiving the $20 as the 
first money ever paid for telephone service, 
was at a loss to know just what to do with 
it. So he carried the money in his pocket 
for several days until he could consult Hub¬ 
bard. 

Emery, about May 15, connected his tele¬ 
phone* to a line he himself strung across 


Chestnut Street, Charlestown, between his 
home and his brother’s. 

Osgood, late in May, connected his tele¬ 
phones to an existing telegraph wire between 
the office of James R, Osgood & Company, 
200 Devonshire Street, Boston, and the 
printing plant of the University Press, Cam¬ 
bridge. 

In this very modest beginning, the tele¬ 
phone business could offer a service that per¬ 
mitted a telephone user to talk only to other 
persons on the same line. Thus the tele¬ 
phone’s value was limited; to realize its 
fullest usefulness the need for a central 
switching arrangement to permit intercon¬ 
nection of all lines was obvious. 

But less than a year after Downer, Emery 
and Osgood had signed up for telephones, 
the answer to the need was found by pioneer¬ 
ing telephone men in New Haven. Connec¬ 
ticut. There, on January 28, 1878, they 
opened the world’s first telephone exchange 
with a central office switchboard of their 
own devising. Theirs was a momentous step 
toward modern telephone service, which in 
this country today interconnects more than 
46,000,000 telephones;

Curtis and Whittier Agreed to Step Down... 
Cong. Roosevelt Beats Drum for Harriman... 

One misconception which existed in politi¬ 
cal circles for some weeks after Congress¬ 
man Christian A. Herter announced his can¬ 
didacy for the Republican nomination for 
Governor was that there was a political deal 
in which State Senator Sumner G. Whittier 
of Everett was to oe given the G.O.P. en¬ 
dorsement for Lieutenant Governor. 

No such agreement was ever made or even i 
implied. Whittier was considered one of the ■ 
outstanding Republican contenders for the 
Governorship up to the time Herter was) 
persuaded to toss his hat into the ring, and 
former State Treasurer Laurence Curtis was 
regarded as the man most likely to win thej 
G.O.P. gubernatorial endorsement in a party' 
primary. 

When Herter consented to run, Whittier 
and Curtis immediately adjusteo their politi¬ 
cal objectives and did so voluntarily, the 
Everett Senator setting his gunsights on! 
the Lieutenant Governorship and Curtis aim¬ 
ing for the seat in Congress which Herter' 
was relinquishing. 

There was no conference of party brass 
in a smoke-filled room, and no top G.O.P.' 
party leaders cracked the whip. Curtis j 
isn’t the type who would take orders from 
anyone, and it is likely that Whittier would 
have rebelled had he been instructed to get 1 
out of the gubernatorial field 

Both Curtis and Whittier recognized 
that Herter was the itrongest available 
man their party could nominate for 
Governor, and Curtis immediately 
stepped into the congressional contest 
and Whittier moved down a rung on 
the G.O.P. State ticket. 

What Curtis and Whittier did accomplish 
was to get a big jump on any other candi¬ 
date who might have aspired foi either Her- 
ter’s seat or the G.O.P. endorsement forj 
Lieutenant Governor. 

So far these has seen no evidence of any 
major opposition to Curtis in the Repub¬ 
lican primary. Two candidates. District At¬ 
torney Alfred B. Cenedella of Worcester 
county and John Voipe, have moved in to 
challenge Whittier, ’out in view of the tre-! 
mendous amount of work already done by j 
Whittier it is unlikely that cither can now 
overtake him. 

Quiet suggestions have been made to Whit -1 
tier that it might be a good idea if he moved 
down again and ran for some office such! 
as Secretary of State so that > Republican j 
of Italian descent might, be chosen as the 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor. Whit¬ 
tier, however, is cool to that proposal and 
probably will fight it out at the Pre-Primary 
Assembly in Worcester June 28. 

While Voipe has substantial support and 
may make a surprising showing at the un¬ 
official convention, there appears to be little 
sentiment for Cenedella except in his home 
Worcester county area, and the fact that 
both Voipe and Cenedella are in the field! 
probably will enhance Whittier’s prospects' 
of teaming with Senator Lodge and Con¬ 
gressman Herter.

Congressman Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., 
who closely resembles nis famous father, 
came to Boston this week to beat the politi¬ 
cal drums for W. Averell Harriman, and he 
was even more optimistic about Hairiman’s 
chances of achieving the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential nomination than was Harriman him¬ 
self. 

It was interesting to hear F.i^.R., Ji., pro-, 
claim Harriman as virtually a certain choice 
to be the Democratic Residential standard- j 
bearer because one ibserver, who listened I 
attentively at a recent mess conference held I 
by Harriman, commented as he left that if 
the Republicans nominate General Eisen¬ 
hower the Democrats had better consider 
drafting Senator Taft. 

The Roosevelt brothers, Franklin and 
Jimmy, are in opposing camps m this Presi¬ 
dential campaign, for Jimmy is industriously ! 
stumping for Senator Kifauver out in Cal¬ 
ifornia, but from he despatches coming 
East we would surmise that James is being 
very modest in his nronouncements by com¬ 
parison with the utterances of ms brother on 
behalf of Harriman. 

Young Roosevelt's enthusiasm for 
Harriman was almost unbounded. He 
predicted 400 votes o» Ave on the first 
ballot at next mor.*u’s Democratic na¬ 
tional convention hi V»'*ago prophesied 
that Kefauver will get about 220 and 
that Georgia’s Senator Russell will be 
just above or below Kefauver. 

After the first ballot, as F.L.R., Jr. sees 
it, Harriman will surge on to win the nomi- j 
nation in spectacular fashion He brushed, 
aside the objection that very tew voters or 
even Democratic leaders know Harriman 
with the compient that everybody will know’ 
him by the time of he convention. 

It was by far the moot rousing forecast 
yet made on behalf of ?ny of the Presiden¬ 
tial contenders, and after hearing the junior

Governor followed a seizure pro¬ 
cedure far less questionable than 
that of the President, many eye¬ 
brows were raised in Massachu¬ 
setts over the Governor’s pro¬ 
posal Among the Republicans 
especially, it wa; complained 
that the New Deal pattern of 
strike settlement through gov¬ 
ernmental seizure had permeated 
down to the state level, where it 
had in their opinion no place. 

There were other anologies be¬ 
tween the President’s action and 
that of the Bay State Governor. 

For one thing the transportation 
company took *hr position that 
it could not, like steel, grant a 
wage increase without a fare 
i< price) rise Again, collective 
bargaining had apparently brok¬ 
en down completely. 

But there was a new wrinkle— 
the union was a lot more forth¬ 
right ab'.ut its feelings with re¬ 
spect to the company’s ability to 
pay the higher wages demanded 
than the steelworkers had been. 

The steelworkers very strongly 
contended that the steel com 
panies lould afford to pay the 
higher wages without a price in¬ 
crease, whether oi not this as¬ 
pect of the situation really con¬ 
cerned them 

But in Massachusetts the 
street .ailway workers’ union 
was quite frank in saying that it 
was not the least bit concerned 
whether the company could af¬ 
ford the demanded increases. 

The attorney foi *hp union told 
the legislative -’ommittee that 
the company “ought to pay a fair 
wage irrespective of the ability’’ 
of the c. mpany to pay Whether 
it could afford *he increase was 
not he said “a relevant fact.” 

This it seemed to me, was a 
new development in New 
England which ne’d broad im¬ 
plications for the nation as a 
whole. If organized labor is go¬ 
ing to *ake a position like this 
in national labor disputes it will 
be simp’y inviting either nation¬ 
al ownership of Industry, which 
is socialism, or unemployment. 

At this writinv the Massachu 
setts legislature did not seem 
greatly impressed with the Gov¬ 
ernor’s proposal, but the longer 
the strike remnins unsettled, the 
more likely it wifi be that some 
such -adical solution will be 
sought. 

Roads Ahead 

Washington- The motorist will¬ 
ing to look aheal that far should 
be able to picture another 100 
million dollars wort* of high¬ 
ways running through New Eng 
land cities and towns and over 
the country sidf ir 1954 and 1955. 

The House of Representatives 
peered ahead that way this week 
and laid the groundwork. 

The House votec to extend the 
Federal Aid Ro*d Act through 
those years and tr authorize for 
1954 and 1955 a 10 percent in¬ 
crease in the act’s current road 
buildinf schedule. 

The act authorizes for each 
of the years 1954 and 1955 fed¬ 
eral contributions of more than 
$26 000.000 toward the building 
of new highwav« in the New 
England states. The states will 
have to match *he federal funds, 
which will douhlp the amount to 
be spent. 

The -eason fof projecting the 
program so far ahead is that 
the act would have expired next 
year and the legislators want 
the state highway departments 
to continue long-range planning. 

The 10 percent increase was au 
thorized only because the House 
flguies it costs %t least 10 per¬ 
cent more to builc. a road now 
than it did when the original act 
was adopted three years ago.

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St. Mary's Loans Antique 
Communion Silver to Museum 


St. Mary's Church. Newton 
Ixnver Falls, has loaned three 
pieces of its antique Communion 
silver to the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. The articles are a 
ciborium. a square silver box 
with a cross on the cover, made 
by Rufus Greene. 1707-77. given 
in memory of the Rev. Alfred 
Louis Baurv, rector of St. Mary’s 
Church 1822-51. by his grand¬ 
daughter. Mrs. Michael R. Mul 
ler: a pat^n given by Ebenezer 
Stedman. one of the thirty-three 
founders of St. Mary’s, made by 
John Edwards, ca 1670-1746; and 
a flagon or tankard marked Wil¬ 
liam Winthrop, Esq.. Cambridge, 
being a part of his family silver 
and bearing his crest, made by 
Joseph Austen, 1710-80. This 
beautiful old silver will be on ex¬ 
hibition at the Museum in the 
Church Silver section. 

St. Mary’s Church was the first 
Protestant Episcopal Church 
built between Boston and Wor¬ 
cester. its cornerstone being laid 
in 1813. With few exceptions, the 
church building appears much 
the same today as when first 
erected. Within the church the 
old box pews remain the same 
as when first built and owned 
by the heads of the various fami¬ 
lies. No two pews are just the 
same, the differences being found 
in the angles and shapes of the 
bookrests and bookshelves, arm¬ 
rests and the ends of some of the 
pews, and the many styles and 
shapes of the kneeling stools. Be¬ 
nevolent Episcopalians in Bos¬ 
ton, desiring to assist the new 
and struggling Parish of St. 
Mary’s, gave much valuable aid 
in personal and ministerial serv¬ 
ices. It was during this period 
that the Parish received the old 
Colonial silver for use in the 


i Communion Service. 

The Lucy Jackson Chapter 
House of the D.A.R., on the cor- 
| ner of Washington and Concord 
• streets, was once the home of the 
I Reverend Alfred L. Baury and 
.the rectory of St. Mary’s. On the 
[site of the new Parish House, 
the Rev. Baury had a most won¬ 
derful garden. The cemetery was 
originally and for many years 
later the churchyard. At first the 
burial place was used by all of 
the village regardless of creed. 
Later, lots were sold to parish¬ 
ioners only, but this has not been 
a hard and fast rule and has been 
' changed through the years at the 
[discretion of the Committee of 
[the Churchyard. There are four 
Revolutionary soldiers buried in 
; St. Mary’s Churchyard, a voter- 
l an of the Mexican War. many 
! who served in the Civil War. one 
Spanish-American War veteran, 
four World War veterans, and 
| an airman of World War II. 
j In 1922, changes were made in 
the interior of the church and 
chancel to restore it to its pres-' 
[ent lovely simplicity. Music in 
the services at St. Mary’s has al¬ 
ways been held an important 
function of the Church from its; 
very beginning. Its Christmas 
i Eve services with candles and 
, greens and music were especial¬ 
ly noteworthy in the early days 
1 as something not offered by oth¬ 
er churches of that area. St. 
Mary’s Church School, founded 
in 1818, is one of the oldest in 
the Diocese and was among the 
earliest to be established in the 
rural districts. 

1 The Chapter House, the Hub¬ 
bard Memorial, dedicated in 1903 
by Bishop Lawrence, served as 
j Parish Hall until 1940 when it 
' was destroyed by fire. The area 


| where it stood was graded and 
added to the cemetery. Since the 
i fire, a well-equipped Parish 
House and rectory on the Church 
j grounds have been added, each 
designed to carry out the Colo¬ 
nial effect.

Conducting 
Classes for 
Strength Test

Richard B. Simmons of 
Newton Y is Aiding 
Police Candidates 

Because a large number of 
men are preparing to take the 
examinations as candidates for 
the Newton Police, the Newton 
“Y” is again conducting a class 
for instruction in the Civil Ser 
vice strength tests require¬ 
ments. The class being held in 
the “Y” gymnasium is under 
the direction of Richard B. Sim¬ 
mons. It is being held one eve¬ 
ning a week at first, and will 
be stepped up in number if the 
occasion demands it. The only 
charge for this service is a mem¬ 
bership in the “Y,” which will 
not only allow for the class in¬ 
struction, but also will permit 
the men to use the equipment 
during the free periods for con¬ 
ditioning for these tests. 

- Police candidates must be 
prepared to take nine tests in 
the strength tests requirements, 
although it is only necessary to 
gain an average of 70 per cent 
in the entire test to pass it. The 
nine tests are: (1) lifting the 
150 lb. or 125 lb. dummy from 
the floor to the shoulder, (2) 
the standing broad jump, (3) 
lifting solid iron dumb-bells, (4) 
the abdominals—coming to a sit¬ 
ting position from a supine po¬ 
sition with a 35 lb. dumb-bell 
on the chest, (5) rope climbing 
without the use of the feet, (6) 
the fence vault, (7) carrying the 
125 lb. dummy down a ladder 
from the running track to the 
floor on a time basis, (8) the 
440 yard run on a time basis, 
and (9) the 50 yard swim with- 
| out a time limit. 

Past experience in conducting 
these classes of instruction for 
many years has shown that most 
candidates can pass these tests 
providing they are in fairly good 
physical condition and become 
acquainted with the use of the 
equipment used by attendance at 
the classes. A large number of 
members of the police and Are 
departments of Newton and thp 
surrounding communities have 
been helped in passing their 
strength tests by this instruc¬ 
tion offered by the *Y.”

• The joining of the Horace 
Cousens Industrial Fund with 
private financing to build a self- 
supporting home for the aged in 
Newton was discussed last week 
at a meeting in Newton City Hall 
under the direction of State Rep. 
Irene K. Thresher of Waban. 

Mrs. Thresher, chairman or the 
Problems of the Aging Subcom¬ 
mittee of the Legislative Public 
Welfare Recess Commission, said 
that the meeting was only a pre¬ 
liminary discussion. Another 
meeting will be held later, she 
said, with all persons interested 
invited to attend. 

She stated there are about 
7000 persons in Newton over 65 
and only 7 per cent of these are 
livifig with their families. 

Trustees of the Horace Cousens 
Industrial Fund reported after 
the meeting that they would 
look into the legal aspects of 
loaning money for such a project. 
The Fund was established to loan 
money to Newton residents at an 
interest rate 25 per cent less 
than current bank charges, 
so they can own their own 
homes.

A Principle at Issue 

The Graphic, throughout its eighty years 
of public service to the citizens of Newton, 
has always maintained a principle of fair 
play. If it had not, it would not today en¬ 
joy the splendid reputation which it posses¬ 
ses nor be the recipient of ♦he large paid 
circulation which it has in all sections of 
the city. 

Last week, in another Newton newspa¬ 
per, there appeared a paid advertisement of 
delinquent tax titles of real estate within the 
city. This advertisement was authorized by 
the City Treasurer and Collector of Newton. 

It is difficult to understand, therefore, 
why this official, for personal or other rea¬ 
sons, should see fit to award this advertis¬ 
ing contract without having first obtained 
bids from The Graphic, a recognized Newton 
newspaper. 

The fact that little if any of the cost of 
publication of these delinquent tax titles is 
borne by the city (the cost being assessed to 
the owners of the property involved) alters 
little the fact that in this instance the city 
treasurer of Newton saw fit to ignore an old, 
established and recognized newspaper of 
this community. 

We grant, he was not legally obligated 
to do this but The Graphic, actually one year 
older than Newton is a city, rightfully won¬ 
ders why it was ignored in this respect to 
the benefit of a comparatively new paper 
here. It is not the amount of money involved 
in the advertisement that gives cause to our 
wonderment. It is the principle involved. 

Heretofore, publication of these tax sales 
has been awarded annually on a competitive 
basis. Why then, may we ask, was there a 
change made in the procedure this year? 

The Graphic is, and always will continue 
to be, an independent, unbiased and im¬ 
partial newspaper, particularly on the poli¬ 
tical level, and is dedicated to the service of 
the people of Newton, individually and col¬ 
lectively. It seeks no favors to which it 
is not rightfully entitled but it most cer¬ 
tainly has a right to demand consideration. 

The Graphic is neither owned nor con¬ 
trolled by any local political group. Its main 
purpose and function is the dissemination of 
news to all Newton residents. 

That it is accomplishing this purpose is 
attested to by the fact that The Graphic to¬ 
day has. a paid circulation greater by more 
than three to one than of any other Newton 
newspaper and its circulation is showing a 
constant, consistent, increase in every sec¬ 
tion of the city. 

In its eighty years service to the peo¬ 
ple of Newton, The Graphic has seen other 
newspapers here come and go, yet the public 
acceptance of The Graphic has never falter¬ 
ed. This in itself, we believe, is a tribute to 
the accomplishments of this paper through 
all these years. 

Its present management, carrying on a 
tradition, is constantly endeavoring to raise 
the standard of its product, the scope of its 
purpose and the acceptance of its merits. 
That all of these accomplishments will be 
achieved, there is not one iota of doubt. 

The Graphic believes, therefore, that it 
is entitled to more consideration by public 
officials than this instance which we cite 
would appear to foretell. 

The Graphic seeks no undue favors—it 
will tolerate no undue partiality.

Attempt to Increase Workers' Benefits... 
Mass. Democrats to Present United Front... 

In view of the number of industrial plants 
that have pulled up stakes and left Massa¬ 
chusetts, it is somewhat surprising that ad¬ 
ministration leaders on Beacon Hili would 
endeavor to put through an amendment to 
the unemployment compensation law that 
probably would cause still Owher business¬ 
men to throw up their hands and move out 
of the State. 

Yet, that is exactly what happened earlier 
this week in the House of Representatives, 
and despite an initial setback that should 
have served as a warning signal, the Demo¬ 
cratic chieftains are planning still a further 
fight when they consider the time opportune. 

On the surface, the bill they are seeking 
to pass may seem reasonable enough. It 
would increase unemployment benefits for 
workers with no dependents from $25 to $30 
per week. The big drawback to its, how¬ 
ever, is that it would place an additional 
burden of more than $10,000,000 a year upon 
the business of the State and might well be 
the factor that would influence a number 
of industrial plants, which are considering 
offers from other sections, to leave Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

It is getting ironic to hear law-makers 


pound their chests and orate about the need 
for drawing new business to Massachusetts 
and then advocate the enactment of legisla¬ 
tion which would drive away a portion of 
the industry which the State now has. That, 
however, is a routine performance for some 
of our elected officials on Beacon Hill. 

Anyone who stands up and argues 
against measures which would force in¬ 
dustry out of Massachusetts is assailed 
as a champion of hig business The fact, 
of course, is that when an industrial 
plant leaves Massachusetts the persons 
hurt most arc the little people who are 
thrown out of jobs.

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Protest City 
Seizure of 
Their Homes 

—o— 

Protests were lodged last 
week by four Newton Corner 
and Newton Centre residents 
against the seizure of their 
homes to ma’ e room for off- 
street parking areas, after the 
Board of Aldermen voted imme¬ 
diate seizure of the buildings. 

The aldermen approved the 
issuance of four warrants to 
take possession of the houses 
when City Solicitor Matt P. 
Jones reported he was unable 
to take over the houses from 
the occupants. The land on 
which the houses stand was 
seized by eminent domain by 
the city in 1949. 

Seven houses were affected by 
the land seizure, but only four 
families are now living in them. 
Other tenants have moved since 
1949 in compliance with city 
orders. 

Some time ago the remaining 
families were ordered to vacate 
by May 25 but they reported 
they were unable to do so be- 
rause of the difficulty of finding 
new apartments. They also cited 
high rents and refusals because 
of their children as reasons why 
they could not find other places 
to live. 

The houses affected by the 
seizure order are at 18 and 24 
Pearl street and 17 Pearl court 
Newton Corner, and 2, 3 and 4 
Beacon place and 32 Pelham 
street in Newton Centre. 

"Why should I be kicked from 
my home?” asked Domenic Ray¬ 
mond of 18 Pearl street, "so 
that somebody from Brookline 
can park his car in Newton Cor¬ 
ner, so that somebody from Wel¬ 
lesley can make money? What 
ehan ;e does a small home owner 
and citizen have against a realty 
corporation with inside connec¬ 
tions?” 

Stephen Bonica of 2 Beacon 
place and Joseph Bonica of 32 
Pelham street, Newton Centre, 
his brother, said they have been 
seeking for a year for a place 
they could afford and would ad¬ 
mit children. 

"We’ve lived here since we 
were born, except for Army 
duty, and we don’t want to be 
kicked away from our friends 
and neighbors,” they declared. 

Trouble in finding a new place 
to live despite persistent search¬ 
ing was also reported by the 
Anderson family of 1 Beacon 
place, Newton Centre. 

Bruno Raimond, also of 18 
Pearl street claimed he had tax 
xeceipts for his property for 
every year since 1949, when the 
seizure order w’as issued. After 
property is taken by eminent 
domain, the owners are not le¬ 
gally bound to pay rent or taxes. 
He i£ also disputing the city’s 
action. 

The number of people facing 
eviction totals 11 adults and 
three children. 

The aldermen’s action in ap¬ 
proving the warrants places the 
responsibility for forcing evic¬ 
tion of the families on the Mid¬ 
dlesex County Sheriff.

Anchors aweigh' And we’re off] 
on a trip to Prov'ncetown, on the 
good ship, MV Boston Belle! 

It s ten o’clock in the morning.! 
the sun is out •md the sea is 1 
calm, but we re hoping for real 
salty weather as the ship moves 
away from Rowes Wharf in Bos¬ 
ton. As the bow heads out of i 
the harbor, the great ‘‘toot’’ of! 
the ship resound • lr answer to a 
whistle cf a small tug 

From the top deck, we watch 
Customs House Tower and the 
familiar waterfront fade from 
view’. Seagulls squawk and swoopj 
about the ship a."; a sign of good 
luck, as we pass Cables Cross- 
ing. 

W’e snuggle back in deck 
chairs, enjoying the cool breeze. | 
The 1.085-ton all steel, unsinkable ! 
ship glides through the waters 
like a giant sw;:in. One hundred 
twenty people are employed on 
this ship which is licensed to 
carry 3,000 passengers. 

Peter T. McLaughlin of Ev¬ 
erett, district manager of the 
Wilson Lines, is refreshingly ty¬ 
pical of the spirited young mem¬ 
bers of the company. Port Cap¬ 
tain Arthur Knight, 32. is one of 
the youngest licer.sed captains in 
thjs area with an unlimited Mas¬ 
ter’s license. 

There’s a flurrv of excitement 
as the O’Neil sorters, famous 
for their identical costumes of 
McCall’s printed patterns, ap- i 
pear on deck with their parents. 
One of the girls has been inadver-1 
tently left aboard ship although 
she is due to report to work. A ! 
ship-to shore phone call 
straightens out the matter and 
they settle down to the trip as in¬ 


conspicuously as 10 famous sis¬ 
ters may. 

Over the ship’s amplifier comes 
word that games will be played 
on the lower deck, then music is 
piped throughout the ship. We 
decide to "explore.” 

Captain Winfield H. McKown 
of Boston, steps out of the pilot¬ 
house. Like all personnel aboard 
ship, he is courteous and coop¬ 
erative as we ask him to pose for 
a picture. We meet Eric Levin 
of Belmont quartermaster, and 
Patrick J. Flaherty of South Bos¬ 
ton, chief officer, a man at home 
on both Atlantic and Pacific wa¬ 
ters. 

We lunch with Frederick Hig¬ 
gins of Brockton, purser of the 
"Boston Belle.” Taking a sec¬ 
ond cup of coffee to the upper 
deck, we watch *he ocean swells 
and enjoy the bracing sea air. 

Land! The majestic Pilgrim’s 
Tower of Provincetown comes 
into view. We join the crowd at 
the bow to watch the ship tie up 
at the dock. 

Three short blasts announces 
the ship's arrival! As we pull 
alongside, huge *-opes are thrown 
to waiting dockhands who lock 
the ship to shore. A swimmer 
dives for coins thrown from the 
ship. 

Provincetown! Scene of the 
first landing of the pilgrims (if 
you doubt this, ask the natives! 
—haven of artists-flshermen's 
home! 

Excitement reigns as we 
scramble ashore. The natives are 
eager to see the O'Neil girls and 
gather about them as pictures 


are taken -the visitors head for 
the town. 

We walk along the narrow 
main street wh°re bicycles out¬ 
number automobl’es. Two hun¬ 
dred vear old houses. New Eng¬ 
land church steeples. gifts, 
shops restaurants and 'art dis¬ 
plays are part o* Provincetown’s 
charm We learn that the Town 
Crier, dressed ; n Pilgrim cos¬ 
tume, will be back this year on 
June 15. to welcome visitors. 

A plaque on a small building 
arrests our eye. This is the oldest 
shop in Provincetown. erected in 
1799 when John Adams was the 
second president of our country. 
It has been used as the office of a 
local newspaper 

Paul George Lambert, editor 
and publisher of the weekly 
newspaper, the Provincetown Ad¬ 
vocate. tells us a story of a Prov 
incetown happening. The Bless¬ 
ing of the Fleet is an important 
event here About four years 
ago while a y mng man was 
watching the blessing from his 
boat a whale tppoared. There 
was great consternation as the 
whale d'.ved and upset his boat, 
knocking him into the air. While 
hundreds looked on, the boy 
landed jn the wl ale’s back. That 
year the Blessinp of the Fleet 
received small publicity but the 
story of “the boy who rode the 
whale” was hear! from here to 
Timbuktu! 

We hired a bicycle and ride out 
to Long Point. Here great 
stretches of sand dunes defy 
civilization No wonder artists 
and writers spend months here, 


vaste expanse of sea and sand 
beckon a return call as we pedal 
away. 

The natives of Provincetown 
number about 3.800, but the po¬ 
pulation is swelled to 12.000 dur¬ 
ing the summer. Provincetown is 
the fourth largest port, where 
i haddock striped bass and halt- 
but abound. 

This year the famous town 
has a full time xecutive secre¬ 
tary of the Chamber of Com- 
I merco William W. McKellar, a 
| retired army man. qualified and 
: capable. He promises great inter- 
| ost in Provincetown this year 
with such spectacles as the 
Blessing of the Fleet, and the 
j now famous Beav r Combers Ball, 

! July 25 and Costume Ball, 
j Aug. 22 

J A sharp blast from the ship 
warns of sailing time Reluctant- 
' ly we walk along tly wharf, by 
the launches fishing boats and 
signs announcing excursion 
tours Fishermen pose beside 
] their huge fish then wave from 
the docks as the ship sounds 1 
long and 3 sho>*t blasts and 
moves away at I 30 p.m. 
j Once aboard ship, we head for 
'the stern for a 'ast look at Prov- 
j incetown. Strains of "Anchors 
1 A weigh” by thfe ship’s orchestra 
float over the waters. As we 
head for home hot coffee and a 
blanket make us-comfortable. 

! Seagulls aga<n and Boston 
looms before us. The ship, “Am- 
i erican Judge” an i Wilson Line’s 
“Pilgrim Belle” oass us, on their 
■ way out to sea.. 

Home again! It's eight o’clock 
jas we scramble ashore with 
wind-blown hair and sun burned 
faces. One last 'ool. at the gal¬ 
lant voyager, "MV Boston Belle,” 

' and we »eave Rowes Wharf with 
the sands of Provincetown still 
On our shoes!

For Flavorful Cookery

New brides and seasoned home 
makers alike, take heed!! Re¬ 
cently a new bride asked us to 
please publish something on the 
use of herbs—how much to use 
and what goes with what. If 
you're interested in flavorful 
cookery, ajid would like to turn 
an ordinary dish into something 
special then this is for you. 
Herbs may be bought in both 
whole leaf or ground form. The 
first thing to remember is to use 
it sparingly. You can always 
add more if needed. Two or 
three tarragon leaves, a sprig of 
thyme or a few hollow stems of 
chives are fine in a tossed salad, 
but double or triple the amount 
would be disastrous.

delicate (summer savory, cher¬ 
vil, parsley). You can grow your 
own in a pot or window box or 
in the garden and then dry what 
you don’t use for the winter. 

It is fun to experiment with 
new uses for herbs. Herb vine¬ 
gars give a new taste to salads. 
It is best to gather or buy 
bunches of herbs in the early fall. 
They should be cut, washed and 
put by double handfuls into jars. 
Vinegar is added and the mix¬ 
ture is set aside for two or three 
weeks and then strained. While 
they are standing, the jars 
should be given a vigorous shake 
every day or two. These vinegars 
can be used for every type of 
salad. Sage vinegar is a natural 
for cold duck or pork marinated 
in it. Dill vinegar goes with veal, 
b»sil vinegar with chicken and 
so on.

J /a tsp. dried or minced fresh 

marjoram 

1 Tbs. butter or margarine 
1 Tbs. flour 

1 Tbs. tarragon vinegar 
Salt and pepper 

Cut veal into pieces conven¬ 
ient for serving. Place between 
two sheets of waxed paper and 
pound until very thin. Dust with 
cheese and saute in oil. Add 
stock, seasonings, and mar¬ 
joram. Cover and simmer gently 
until tender. Place meat on serv¬ 
ing dish and thicken gravy with 
smoothly blended butter and 
flour. Add herb vinegar and pour 
over meat, dusting with addition¬ 
al cheese if desired.

for its increasing encroachment 
on "home rule," Mayor Theodore 
R. Lockwood, in <» speech before 
the members of the Municipal Fi¬ 
nance Officers \ssociation Mon¬ 
day charged that unwise legisla¬ 
tion has boosted the Garden 
City’s tax rate substantially. 
"Too nrirh interference has de¬ 
veloped as to employment, pay 
rates and pension terms and con¬ 
ditions, pausing increased ex¬ 
pense and local taxes," Mayor 
Lockwood contended. 

In enumerating the problems 
which municipaht'er face today 
in adequately financing the var¬ 
ious services demanded, Mayor 
Lockwood said: 

"In considering Sound Econ¬ 
omy and Home Rule the view¬ 
points of a mayor and a finance 
officer co : ncide. these factors af¬ 
fecting all operations. The pro¬ 
cedures to be followed are a re¬ 
sponsibility of exfcutive action, 
and must involve efficient finan¬ 
cial administration. The inescap¬ 
able effects of state legislation, 
or its lack, are important. 

"The related «vsponsibility of 
the finance officer should hold 
him close to the administration 
as a cabinet officer, and the 
mayor who violates sound fi¬ 
nancial procedure is answerable 
to his electorate. 

"Let us briefly consider pres¬ 
ent conditions. While lack of 
time prevents dealing with the 
broad subject of taxes, everyone 
knows that our citizens are 
swamped with a mass of taxa¬ 
tion. The federal budget of 85 
billions leaves a prospect of a 
$2,000 tax burden on all our fam¬ 
ilies. Our first responsibility is 
to restrict outlays, and the ef¬ 
fects of the shrunken dollar con¬ 
ceal our efforts in economy. 
Cities cannot pay for all services 
on a scale considered to be satis¬ 
factory. Costs repeatedly exceed 
former income

Contending that a traffic haz¬ 
ard would result if permission to^

his opposition to the proposal. In 
a statement issued this week, 
Representative Rawson said: 

"It is my considered opinion 
that the Outdoor Advertising 
Authority of the Commonwealth 
ought to deny the petition of the 
John Donnelly & Sons Co., for 
two billboards to be placed in 
Nonantum Square, Newton Cor¬ 
ner, on whic?i a hearing was 
held June 6. 

"These billboards would be 
placed on the roofs of two build¬ 
ings on Washington street in the 
Square. They would constitute a 
dangerous traffic hazard. There 
is at this point a heavy flow of 
motor vehicle traffic in four dif¬ 
ferent directions, plus great pe¬ 
destrian traffic. A principal stop 
•of the M.T.A. cars and the bus 
terminal of the M&B are both lo¬ 
cated there. The attention of both 
drivers and pedestrians should 
not be diverted by billboards in 
such a location. 

"The Newton Board of Aider- 
men had previously refused to 
grant the permit. The Newton 
Improvement Association and 
various other civic groups have 
opposed it. Public opinion in 
Newton is overwhelming ly 
against it.

Thrown overboard when their 
rented sloop overturned late Sat¬ 
urday, a Newton Upper Falls 
couple—who would have cele¬ 
brated their first wedding anni¬ 
versary Monday—drowned with 
five others in mild seas off Cape 
Cod. 

In a separate accident Sunday 
afternoon, a 23-year-old Newton 
girl, engaged to be married June 
28, watched helplessly from the 
shore of Lake Boone, Hudson, 
while her fiance dove from a boat 
and drowned 125 feet away. 

Donald Anastasi, 27, and his 
wife, the former Angela Maininl, 

23. of 15 Saco street, were mem¬ 
bers of a gay weekend party 
which unaccountably met trag¬ 
edy when the 18-foot vessel cap¬ 
sized. Their bodies were not im¬ 
mediately located when air-sea 
rescue teams found the boat 
floating three miles from shore 

The drowning victims had rent¬ 
ed the sloop Saturday afternoon 
and had set sail in mild weather 
into Sesuit Harbor, East Dennis, 
about 3 p.m. The boat was last 
seen at 5:30 p.m. “about three 
miles due north of the harbor 
and tacking shoreward,’’ accord¬ 
ing to an observer • 

When the party did not return 
to port by 9 p.m., their disap¬ 
pearance was reported by Austin 
Kirkbridge, proprietor of the 
East Dennis Boat Shop, who rent¬ 
ed the craft to the seven. They 
had promised him. he said, that 
they would be back at 6 p.m. 
without fail. 

Coast Guardsmen from nearby 
stations immediately began a 
search in small boats, and they 
were joined Sunday morning by 
planes from Quonset Point and 
Salem. Beach searching parties 
were organized along the shore 
from the Canal to the tip of the 
Cape. 

Four hundred Civil Defense 
workers and auxiliary policemen 
were ordered to ;tand by in case 
they were needed in the search. 

A Barnstable lobsterman found 
the first clue to the vessel’s 
whereabouts when he came 
across a life jacket on the Den¬ 
nis shore Sunday morning. Five 
hours later the capsized boat was 
sighted less than three miles 
from the spot where the jacket 
had floated ashore. * 

Tangled in the rigging of the | 
craft when Coast Guardsmen 
came along side was the body of 
Erte Sanchioni, 33, of Needham 
Heights. Nearby floated the bod¬ 
ies of William Mainini, 9. of 
Framingham. Mrs. Anastasi’s 
brother; J. Richard Murley, 27, 
of Back Bay, and Dolores R. 
Giumetti, 24, also of Needham 
Heights. 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Anastasi, 
also missing was Mr. Sanchioni’s 
sister. Stelia Sanchioni, 24. 

The Coast Guatd is expected 
to conduct an inquiry into the 
accident, in an effort to find 
out why the craft capsized al¬ 
most within sight of land in mild 
seas and with only a moderate 
breeze blowing. 

Both Mr. Anastasi and Mr. 
Sanchioni had sailed small craft 
many times before, neighbors 
reported, terming Mr. Sanchioni 

“veteran sailor." Both had 
summer homes on Taunton ave¬ 
nue, Dennis. 

The Weather Bureau stated 
that’ seas and winds were mild 
the night of the accident and 
there were no reports of squalls 
having occurred in the Cape Cod 
area. 

In the Lake Boone accident, 3$ 
John Triconi Jr., 22, of 55 Brown || 
street, Waltham, and Nicholas i 
Mancini. 222, of Watertown were 
rowing near each other when Mr. ^ 
Triconl said he wanted to take || 
one last dip. 

He dived into the water hut | 
did not come up again. Mr. Man- | 
cini rowed quickly to the spot j '§ 
and leaped In after him. For al- f 
most 10 minutes Mr. Mancini | 
struggled to save the drowning 
man while Mr. Tiiconi’s fiance. 
Angelina Coletti, 19. of 80 West 
street, Newton, called for help. 

But other swimmers nearby 
did not seem to think anything 
was actually wrong, and after 10 ij| 
minutes Mr. Mancini was forced £ 
to release his grip.

Liquor Permit 
Ruling Sought 
By City Board 


In an effort, to clear up confu¬ 
sion caused by a ruling by the 
State Alcoholic Beverages Con¬ 
trol Commission during a hear-

1 Licensing Board has sent a let- 
1 ter to the ABC asking whether 
an all-liquor package goods li¬ 
cense is available In the city. 

Newton became eligible for an 
! additional license in 1951 when a 
1 state census showed an increase 
of 500 persons in the city since 
1945. Late last year, the New- 
ifon Board, which received 40 ap¬ 
plications for the license, award- 
J ed It to Kenneth J. Merrill and 
Joseph J. Hickey, both Newton 
j disabled veterans. 

The ABC overruled the Newton 
Board on the license, taking it 
away from Merrill and Hickey 
and giving it to the Garden City 
Mart at Newton Corner. 

Two court cases to prevent the 
awarding of the license to the 
Mart, headed by Thomas M. Gil- 


llgan. were unsuccessful, but dur¬ 
ing the trials Edward L. Baker, 
chairman of the ABC. said that 
the Gilligan license application 
was for 1951 and was Invalid for 
1952.

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A Timely Warning 

In a letter to this paper, a Newton par¬ 
ent, concerned for the safety of his children 
and other children, has suggested that we 
issue a timely warning to a condition which 
apparently prevails here, even though it is 
contrary’ to the law’. 

Our correspondent says: “I have two 
young sons, 13 and 15 years of age. Twice in 
the past week they have been approached by 
other boys who have told them that they 
have fire crackers for sale. In one case our 
boys told me that a family of three other 
boys have invested over $100 for the fire 
crackers. The price at which they propose 
to sell them represents a 600 percent profit. 

“Boys,” he continues, ‘have great temp¬ 
tations along about this time of the year, 
even though this is pretty early to be look¬ 
ing forward to July Fourth celebrations. It 
would almost seem that parents would be 
aware of the fact when young sons have 
made an investment as large as $100 plus. 
But it is the children of other families, in 
all probability, who will get into trouble with 
the police w’hen they are caught in dis¬ 
obedience of the regulations anc restrictions 
of our city.” 

This warning should be heedecj by par¬ 
ents of children. Fireworks, at best possess 
an element of danger, even in adult hands 
and especially so in the hands ol youngsters.

Battle in Primary for Attorney General... 

Ike Appears to Have Lost Ground to Taft... 

Attorney General Francis E. Kelly has 
some of his fellow’ Democrats in a political 
dither by his refusal to say whether 
he will stand for reelection to a third term. 

Kelly has been quoted as saying that he 
will wait until after the Democratic national 
convention before making a definite decision 
as to whether he w’ill or will not run. 

That sounds like a bit of political toe¬ 
dancing because the deadline for filing nom¬ 
ination signatures with local election au¬ 
thorities is July 22, the second day of the 
Democratic convention, and it would be too 
late, when the convention is over, for any¬ 
one else to enter the race. 

Several prospective Democratic can¬ 
didates for Attorney General have nomi¬ 
nation papers in circulation, but the only 
one strong enough and well enough 
known to stand up to Kelly in a primary 
is Attorney George J. Leary, former 
trouble-shooter for the Democratic na¬ 
tional committee. 

The other contenders, however well-inten¬ 
tioned they may be, would be lost in the 
shuffle if a two-fisted battle with Kelly de¬ 
veloped in a Democratic primary. Leary, 
however, who has demonstrated his strength 
in Boston and who is known in other parts 
of the State through lis work for the Demo¬ 
cratic national committee, probably could 
give a good account of himself in that kind 
of fight. 

The members of Attorney General Kelly’s 
family would like him to get out of politics 
and return to his busy and lucrative law 
practice which Kelly nimself disclosed dur¬ 
ing the Derham Cenedella case yields him 
a $150,000-a-year income. 

But Kelly has been in politics for a quar¬ 
ter of a century, and political observers antic¬ 
ipate that when he finally makes his de¬ 
cision, if he hasn’t already made it privately, 
it will be to run for reelection. 

A knock-down mttle between Kelly 
and Leary seems ikely in that event, 
with the probability that the other as¬ 
pirants will retire gingerly from the field 
rather than face the prospect of being 
outdistanced. 

Few Democratic hopefuls could hope to 
survive against Kelly in a primary, but the 
number of Democratic legislators w’ho have 
indicated their readiness to swing behind 


Kelly in the event of such a conflict would 
indicate tha» a Kelly-I^eary contest could 
prove a hard-fought, tight-lipped struggle.

While it is difficult to appraise all the 
cross-currents in the tremendous fight be¬ 
ing waged between the camps of General 
Eisenhower and Senator Taft, it would ap¬ 
pear that Ike has lost ground since his re¬ 
turn to this country and that Taft’s chances 
of winning the Republican Presidential nom¬ 
ination are better today than they w’ere a 
few weeks ago. 

It was anticipated that might happen when 
the General changed from the role of soldier 
to politician, but it was not expected that 
Ike’s stock would drop quite as much as it 
evidently has in a period of a little more 
than two weeks. 

The decline started when Eisenhower’s 
home-coming Abilene speech proved some¬ 
thing of a flop, and the outraged screams 
by his political lieutenants because Senator 
Taft has placed his men in the key places 
of the Republican national convention, have 
not helped Ike’s cause 

The impression still exists in most G.O.P. 
quarters that Eisenhower would have a bet¬ 
ter chance of winning in November as the 
Republican Presidential standard-bearer, but 
that conviction is not as strong now as it 
was three weeks ago. 

Happenings in the next two weeks 
undoubtedly will tend to shape the 
thinking of many of the on-the-fence 
delegates who have not yet made a 
choice between Taft and Eisenhower 
and who will hold Ihe balance of power 
at the G.O.P. national convention. 

At the present moment the Republican 
Presidential race shapes up as a tossup that 
can go either way. The Ike men are ham¬ 
mering hard at the flaim that their man 
would make the most potent candidate. 
Taft backers are trying to take full advan¬ 
tage of the fact that their candidate will 
go into the convention with the biggest bloc 
of first-ballot votes, hoping to start a rush 
by delegates anxious to have seats on the 
winning bandwagon. 

This is the kind of fight that could be set¬ 
tled by one incident, one turn of events, one 
spectacular development. 

• • 4 * 

A sharp argument as to the order in which 
the candidates should be nominated at next 
week’s Republican assembly in Worcester 
has been ironed out. It was precipitated 
because Attorney General George Fingold 
felt that the procedure to be followed may 
lessen his chances of winning the G.O.P. 
endorsement for Attorney General. 

As matters now stand, the first choice to 
be made will be from the two candidates for 
State Auditor, and the guessing in political 
circles is that David J. Mintz of Newton will 
get the nod. 

Then the delegates will select an Attor¬ 
ney General, with the prospect of a lively 
fight between Fingold, Frederick Ayer, Jr., 
and District Attorney George B. Thompson 
of Middlesex County. If Mintz is chosen as 
the Republican nominee for Auditor, Fingold 
is probably correct in his contention that it 
will lessen his chances in the succeeding 
fight, though the Malden man has been work¬ 
ing for nearly two years to line up support 
of his bid.

Southern States Cordial in 
Two Ways to Industry; 
Tasty Recipes and Votes

The New England senators who opposed southern 
efforts to liquidate the. Walsh-Healey public contracts act 
have just scored a major victory in Washington The south¬ 
erners settled for a “compromise” that netted them little 
of what they were after. 

The Walsh-Healey act is the one under which the fed¬ 
eral government sets minimum wage -’tandards for indus¬ 
tries working on government contracts. Now Englanders 
charged the south was trying to get rid of the act in order 
to further widen the gap between the wage levels of the two 
regions. 


Fulhright’M Proposals 

Senatoi Fultrigl.t (D.-Ark.) 
was the ‘.•ponsor of *hree propos¬ 
als limed at the act. One would 
have required that the minimum 
pay standards be set by localities 
rather than on a national basis. 
Under that* procedure mills in 
southern towns could set just 
about any pay scale they want¬ 
ed and call it the “prevailing'’ 
minimum .'or their localities— 
and then bid ag-unst New Eng.

| act. Under the Senate com¬ 
promise only the court appeal 
proposal was adopted, and that 
without any onDosition from 
New Ei.gland

| Another bright spot was shown 
I by a New England Council 
analysis of Department of La¬ 
bor stat'r-Mcs for April demon¬ 
strating that whereas there 
were 23,000 more workers in 
durable goods industries in New 
England ihan in the previous 
April, employment in these in¬ 
dustries for the of the coun¬ 
try was down by -even thousand. 
Most of our gains were in Con¬ 
necticut and Massachusetts. 

Cordial Attitude 

A recent Assoi iated Press sur¬ 
vey of southern hospitality to in 
dustry made quite a point of 
there being two kinds of this 
hospitality- (1) the personal in¬ 
terest and kindliness of officials 
from the Governo. of the state 
down to the lowliest employee, 
and (2) non pumfivt. laws which 
express this hosp ♦ality to indus¬ 
try in more tangible terms. 

That this apt roach really 
works was best illustrated by. 
{South Carolina which,, until very 
recent years wat> primarily an 
agricultural state. The survey re¬ 
ported that since 1944 that state 
has seen 900 new industrial 
plants go up at a cost of more 


than $46.\000 000. They created 
60.000 new jobs and annual pay¬ 
rolls of $ '*,? OOO.OCC 

The Associated Press found 
that one of the most important 
of manj factors in this situation 
was the cordial attitude of the 
people “from the Governor on 
down, who want new industry 
and will go to lengths to coop¬ 
erate in a coordinated program 
to get it.” 

As for ‘.he second kind of hos¬ 
pitality the survey found that 
there had been a parallel trend 
away from “penait* 1 legislation” 
which had formerly harrassed 
industry m South Carolina. Many 
of such laws on the statute books 
in the 1930’s have been repealed 
as a consequence of discussions 
between industriahsts, legisla¬ 
tors, and *-tate p nnning officials. 

Surely we here in New Eng¬ 
land can learn something from 
this. 

And judging by r. vote of the 
Massachusetts Reuse only the 
other day it seems that perhaps 
the Bay State :aw makers are 
learning .-omething of the kind. 
It came as rather a surprise that 
they voted down another in¬ 
crease in the stare’s unemploy¬ 
ment relief payments, already 
about the highes* in the nation. 
It was a:i impressive defeat be¬ 
cause labor and Governor Dever 
were for it The House has a 
substant’cl Democratic major¬ 
ity. 

Prickly Pears and Votes 

Washington—Pecipes for tasty 
dishes made from peanut butter 
or evaporated aople rings are 
being tossed into the campaign 
for votes this year by some New 
England congressmen. Along 
with advice abom how to keep 


the cellar dry and how to get the 
maximum use out of clothes 
closets. The way t works is like 
this: 

The voter goes to the mail box 
and finds a lette: from his con¬ 
gressman. The lUtei contains a 
long list of puMxations which 
the congressman i« ready to send 
aiong free of charge if the voter 
merely will check off the topics 
in- which he is interested. The 
voter cuts himself In on a gen¬ 
erous collection of free literature, 
thinks what a splendid and 
thoughtful fellow his congress¬ 
man is, and maybe remembers 
him on election day. 

Actually the literature offered 
has been available free to all 
right aloog and this little pack 
age Jeal just dresses it up as 
something from the congress¬ 
man. The literature being offer¬ 
ed is put out by Department 
of Agriculture. T^e department, 
which may want the congress¬ 
man's vo*e sometime, has do¬ 
nated thp cataloguer to the con ¬ 
gressional offices with order 
blanks to which tar congressman 
attaches v is own name. The fel¬ 
low who pays for all this is the 
same taxpayer who may think he 
is getting something for nothing 
when he opens his mall. 

Some ot the pub’ications in the 
catalogues may not be effective 
in winning New England votes, 
especially city votes. The Agri¬ 
culture Department has arrang¬ 
ed a list aimed, primarily for the 
rural trade And rot many New 
England farmers are apt to get 
excited a ,out a gift of free in¬ 
formation on “Pncky pear con¬ 
trol on snort-givs range in the 
Central Great Plains” or “How 
to graze blue gama on South 
western ranges.” 

"Pots and pans for your kitch¬ 
en” and Tools foi food prepara¬ 
tion and dishwashing" may be 
publications the New England 
housewife cannot get along with¬ 
out But free informstioi. on how 
to shoe a horse and how to build 
"pracMcai hog hiusos” probably 
will not win man^ votes inside 
the limits of our New England 
cities.

“No city or town however resi- 
‘dential in character, can sound¬ 
ly lose constant interest in its 
home industries with the impor¬ 
tant effects of employment upon 
its taxpayers and tax recipts 
from its business houses, in¬ 
cluding mercanti’e trade.

“My ;ity is comprised of 15 
villages (within an 18-mile area), 
all of wh’eh seeV equal services, 
schools, ’ibraries, streets, etc.

year. 

“All this leads to the econom¬ 
ical need of long-iange planning, 
and continuous study by selected 
personnel to weigh ail needs and 
allot capital asset purchases to 
their proper place in a schedule 
as far ahead as even five and 10 
years. 

“Home P.ule nas been well de¬ 
fined by ihe American Municipal 
Association as a relationship be¬ 
tween cities and their states in 
which ihe cities enjoy fullest au¬ 
thority to determine organiza¬ 
tion procedures and powers of 
their jwn government, and a 
maximum of freedom from con¬ 
trol by either the legislature or 
state administrative officers. The 
latter is import tr.t. Nowadays 
we have problem* with the feder¬ 
al government as well, as. for 
example, our civ‘1 defense rela¬ 
tionships 

“All governmental officers 
should Insist actively that Con¬ 
gress pass one of the bills before 
it, to create a responsible com 
mission to study intergovern¬ 
mental relations U: correct mal¬ 
practices, including the elimina¬ 
tion of double taxation, which is 
widespread Home Rule has been 
fought foi, over the years, and 
while progress has been made, 
red and many burdens have been 
laid on municipalities. 

“In thin state a State Commis¬ 
sion can and does determine the 
number of liquor licenses., the lo¬ 
cations a»:d who shall hold them. 
Appeals foi vane (ions in zon¬ 
ing ordinances today go to the 
state and decisions violate Home 
Rule in that respect. 

“Doubtless the greatest source 
of interference with Home Rule 
comes from seeking and accept¬ 
ing State and Federal Grants- 
in-Aid. and the growth of this 
practice lias been a major factor 
in threatening the end of strong 
local gowmment. 

“We nr.ust ■“ erk the people 
who think that there is always 
more money aval'able, and the 
sky is the limit, into realizing 
that this governrot-rt cannot pay 
these bills without taxing all 
the people; that the costs of col¬ 
lecting taxes, and their distribu¬ 
tion, management and misman¬ 
agement are huge. 

“The gravy train’ of the past 
two decades loadeo with Grants 
in-Aid, is a chief explanation of 
depreciated regon' for public 
funds, and the low esteem for 
today's cheap dollar, all in a 
vain search for something for 
nothing 

“When states and municipali¬ 
ties seek and accept Grants-in- 
Aid they ’ose home rule in a rel¬ 
ated degiee. The more aifl is ec- 
cepted the more dictation by fed¬ 
eral or state go\eirments. When 
we seek more federal aid, we 
compel Washington to collect 
still higher taxes, when the pres¬ 
ent high federal taxes are al¬ 
ready our leading difficulty for 
all citizens. 


It appear* to me that all the' 
various segment 4 , who demand 
more spending and dlrtation a* 
to how nnd where fund* are 
spent, are well organized and vo¬ 
cal; bill ‘he taxpayers, who pro¬ 
vide all these funds, are weakest 
in making their d« mands because 
of their failure to pay more at¬ 
tention to elections. Are we pro¬ 
tecting our taxpayers and sup¬ 
plying good advice? Are we 
sound operators 10 tolerating the 
weakening of local government?

ments Cities and towns here re¬ 
ceive none of the gasoline tax 
collected by the state for their 
roads. 

“Laws exempt property from 
taxation regaidless of need or 
age of beneficial Wt due to poli¬ 
tical .nfluence or pressure 
groups. Due to state interference 
the receivables o r a city or town 
carry no value ir. establishing a 
surplus Only cash counts. If cir¬ 
cumstances compel issuing tax 
bills toia’ing $1,000,000, in De¬ 
cember, only the amount paid 
counts as an asset. Cities and 
towns should have the right to 
determine their available funds 
in setting a tax rata

Says Increase 
In Gas Tax Is 
Not the Answer 

Rep. Ratcson Contends 
7/10 Cent. Additional 
Will Not. Carry Rond 
Issue 

“There is more than meets the 
eye to the $200 million Highway 
program bill presented to the 
House of Representatives last 
week,” Rep. George E. Rawson 
stated this week. 

Continuing he said: "Last year 
the General Court was asked to 
increase the gasoline tax by two 
cents a gallon. I opposed this tax 
bitterly and tried unsuccessfully 
to kill it. The tax eventually 
passed over my opposition was 
1.3 cents. The present bill asks for 
an additional seven-tenths tax. so 
this bill appears to me to be an 
administration scheme to get the 
2 cent tax which they tried to 
get last year. I attacked it on 
the floor on that basis and 
said I would oppose the bill un¬ 
less the tax was stricken out. 
The attempt failed so I voted 
against the bill and intend to 
vote against the bond issue. 

“The proposed tax would make 
our gasoline tax 5 cents per gal¬ 
lon. Connecticut and New York, 
which are comparable states, 
both of which have excellent 
highways, have a 4 cent tax. The 
answer is that their registration 
fees for trucks are double ours, 
and It is my personal opinion 
that they are far less generous 
in their settlements for land 
takings. 

“Minority Leader Charles Gib¬ 
bons offered an amendment to 
provide for a bipartisan com- 
j mission to approve all land tak- 
| ings, but that was defeated by a 
roll call vote of 110-119. The- 
j lieved in this amendment and 
I supported it. 

j “Rep. Vartses of Melrose moved 
that the act should not become 
effective until January 15, 1953. 
There is good ground for this,

The Tax Dilemma 

Announcement last week that the city’s 
1952 tax rate would in all probability in¬ 
crease anywhere from $8 to $11 per $1,000 
of valuation, probably came as a distinct 
and unwelcomed shock to property owners 
here. 

Yet anyone, even remotely conversant 
with municipal finance, would have antici¬ 
pated a sharp increase in the rate, if not 
this year, then the next, or the next. 

The mayor’s contention that no small 
part of a tax increase is directly attributable 
to increased State expenditures and commit¬ 
ments may be partially correct but it is not 
the whole story which makes such a drastic 
increase now appear almost wholly inevi¬ 
table. 

Newton’s large building program in re¬ 
cent years, mostly for school needs and the 
resultant large bond indebtedness incurred 
by the city as a result, was sooner or later 
to play a part in increased taxation through 
interest costs and amortization payments. 

An increased population trend inevitably 
brings a demand for increased school facili¬ 
ties. Newton, justly proud of its educa¬ 
tional system, has necessarily had to ex¬ 
pand its school facilities to meet the needs. 
Yet in some citizens minds there is a ques¬ 
tion if good school buildings, built at a 
lesser cost, would not just as well have 
served the educational standards set here 
throughout the years as will ultra-modern 
units. 

Without doubt too, the increase from 
$1,000 to $5,000 in the personal property 
tax exemption effected this year by the leg¬ 
islature, materially aided in increasing the 
' local rate. Yet application of this tax, held 
by many as a tax which could not be prop¬ 
erly and fairly applied, was in vogue in only 
a relatively few communities in the State, 
Newton included among these few. 

Over the years there has been a growing 
pressure on the legislature to wipe out com¬ 
pletely the personal property tax as being 
impossible to properly apply. Should not 
these attempts to eradicate this tax been 
seen as a storm warning to local officials? 

Whether any one of these conditions 
cited is directly responsible for the drastic 
tax increase which now faces property own¬ 
ers here, may be debatable but they are, 
nevertheless, a strong contributing factor. 

Another factor, probably largely over¬ 
looked by the average citizen and yet one 
which could have conceivably prevented 
somewhat at least the increase which is now 
anticipated, was the insatiable desire on the 
part of city officials to have the tax rate of 
Newton maintained as the lowest rate of all 
cities in the Commonwealth. This may have 
been good propaganda, but who can say it 
was sound finance? 

It would have perhaps been much better 
had the tax rate for last year, for instance, 
been upped somewhat to have provided a 
free cash cushion which could have been 
used now to absorb some of the increased 
costs which now faces the city. A slight in¬ 
crease in the tax rate, each year, to provide 
the necessary free cash cushion in the city 
treasury would have been more easily ab¬ 
sorbed by property owners than can large 
and drastic increases, such as is now ap¬ 
parent. Witness, if you will, the present 
free cash balance in the city treasury of 
only $445,000 when such a balance should 
have been maintained at possibly three times 
that amount for all practical purposes. And 
yet despite all this, in a desperate attempt 
to try and pull down somewhat the large 
anticipated tax increase, there is the sug¬ 
gestion advanced that $350,000 of the $445,- 
000 in the free cash balance be taken for 
reduction purposes, leaving only $95,000 of 
free cash in the treasury, a mere drop in 
the bucket for a city with the high total 
valuation which Newton possesses. 

Another suggestion also advanced at the 
Board of Aldermen meeting last week was 
that some property in the city should be 
re-valued to thus help bring in more revenue 
now in order to help further reduce a sharp 
increase. This to our mind, is not the cure- 
all for the present situation. This practice 
of increasing valuations, only to be later 
abated, is all too well-known in some cities 
in the Commonwealth which have found 
themselves in financial difficulty. To place 
an increased valuation on such property now, 
when the rate should have been already set, 
based on valuations as of January 1, the as¬ 
sessing date, would undoubtedly only bring 
about many abatement applications with the 
isually accompanying Appellate Tax Appeal 
litigation. 

The present tax plight which the city now 
faces is unfortunate and it is doubtful if 
any beneficial corrections can be made. It 
nay be a hard dose to take but it appears 
about all that can be done now is to increase 


the rate to whatever amount is required, 
build up i larger cash surplus, ignore the 
deRire to possess the debatable honor of 
having the lowest tax rate of any city in the 
Commonwealth, and set sail for the future 
on an even course. 

What other course is there left to take?

GOP Pre-Primary Assembly at Worcester 
Will Attempt to Select Balanced Slate 

Massachusetts Republicans will attempt 
an unusual experiment on Saturday when 
they hold their unofficial pre-primary State 
Assembly in Worcester and attempt to set 
the stage for a comeback next November 
after Democratic sweeps in the last twoi 
State elections. 

To make any headway and hold to their 
own purpose, they must produce a reason¬ 
ably well balanced State ticket, and they will 
run the risk that one of th:ir own party 
mavericks such as Russell A. Wood or Fred 
C. Burrell may run in the September primary 
and defeat one of the candidates they en-! 
dorse. 

This appears to be the slate which the 
G.O.P. conclave will endorse Saturday: 

Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., for Senator; 
Christian A. Herter for Governor; Sum¬ 
ner G. Whittier for Lieutenant Governor; 
Mrs. Beatrice Hancock Mullaney for 
Secretary of State; i)avid 1. .Hint/, for 
State Auditor; Roy C Papalii. for State 
Treasurer; and cither Frederick Ayer, 
Jr., George Fingold jr Distric, Attorney 
George E. Thompson for Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

Except for the Senate endorsement, for 
which Lodge is unopposed, there will be a 
contest for every place on the ballot, and, 
one of the darkhorse jontenders might come 
up with a surprise win, but the candidates 
listed above have done the most spade work, 
have lined up the greatest amount of back¬ 
ing and got the jump on their opponents by 
starting earlier. 

The tightest fight will be waged for the 
right to run as the Republican nominee for 
Attorney General. Fingold and Ayer have 
been working almost steadily since the 1950 
State election. Thompson is a comparatively j 
late-comer in the contest but has powerful 
backing, including the, support of former 
Governor Robert F. Bradford. 

Because the nomination for State Audi¬ 
tor will be voted upon first and probably 
will go to Mintz, Fingold may be at a dis¬ 
advantage. He tried to have the candidates 
nominated in the order in which their names 
appear on the ballot at election time, but! 
the convention officials felt that many of the | 
delegates might leave and go home as soon, 
as the contests for the major offices were: 
settled. 

The procedure that will be used in settling 
a contest, however, could affect its outcome, i 
Under the convention rules a candidate must j 
poll a majority of the votes ot all the dele-: 
gates to achieve a nomination. And if the. 
first ballot fails to give anyone a majority, 
the candidate finishing last is eliminated! 
from the contention. 

It is quite possible that the contest 
for the Attorney General endorsement 
will require more than one ballot, and 
the pattern of the fight could change if 
one of the three candidates drops out. 
That aspect lends an air of uncertainty 
to the situation. 

Samuel P. Sears of Newton, president ofj 
the Massachusetts Bar Association and onei 
of the most able lawyers in ihe State, is 
challenging Congressman Herter for the 
G.O.P. gubernatorial nomination, but Sears 
waited a little too long before making his 
bid, and it is improbable that he can check 
the trend to Herter. 

Republican House Leader Charles Gibbons 
originally loomed as the most formidable 
opponent against Herter, but he dropped out 
after General Eisenhower scored his tremen¬ 
dous victory over Senator Taft in Massachu¬ 
setts and is apparently making no effort to 
obtain the endorsement. What Gibbons 
might do if Taft should be nominated at 
the Chicago convention is another matter. 

District Attorney Alfred B. Cenedella and 
John Volpe are contesting with Senator Whit¬ 
tier for the nomination for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor, but a vast number of Republicans feel 
that the colorful, hard-hitting Whittier would 
probably be an asset to their t’cket in Nov¬ 
ember. 

While they aren’t saying too much about 
it, the Republican politicians plan tentatively \ 
to place at least one person of Italian des¬ 
cent, one of the Jewish faith and one of 
Irish origin on their ticket. 

One of the original purposes in launching ( 
the move for the restoration of the pre-, 
primary convention system endorsing candi 
dates was to achieve a better racial balance 
on the State ticket and to get away from 
the practice of nominating onb persons of 
Yankee beginnings on the Republican ticket 
and only Irish-Catholics on the Democratic 
slate. 

The G.O.P. politicos recognize that 
their convention could backfire if it 
doesn’t work out that way. Thus, if 
Whittier is chosen over Cenedella and 
Volpe as the candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor, as is expected, tlie likelihood 
is that Papalia will V selected for State 
Treasurer to place at least one Italian 
on the ticket. 

On the same basis of reasoning, if Mintz 
is nominated as the candidate for State: 
Auditor, it will injure Fingol^’s chances in, 
the contest which immediately follows, al¬ 
though it will not necessarily knock him out 
of the contest. Fingold himself, however, 
recognizes that it would handicap him and 
has said so. 

Some of the Republican delegates feel that 
too much emphasis has been placed on the 
racial phase of the situation and that a 
candidate should be chosen solely on the 
basis of his qualifications for the office he 
is seeking. 

Others point out ‘hat during last year’s 
row over the convention bill i» was at least 
tacitly understood .hat a genuine attempt 
would be made by the G.O.P. to give repre- 
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Isentation to various racial elements on the 
Republican State ticket and that failure to 
do so would be tantamount to a breach of 
faith.

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No Unity in Congress of 
New England Delegation 
On Vital Legislation 

By JOHN H. CRIDER 


Is unity in the New England congressional delegation 
in Washington still just a dream? A Senate vote on the 
issue of government allocation of scarce metaie has demon¬ 
strated again the difficulty involved in obtaining a united 
regional front. A big part of the difficulty is that in¬ 
dividualistic New Englanders seldom \gree on what is good 
for all. 

The issue this time had to do with amendments being 
proposed for the Defense Production Act. Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich.) obtained the passage of a proposal aimed at end¬ 
ing the program under which the government spreads vital 
metals among industries. After Ferguson’s amendment was 
adopted Senator Fulbright (D-Ark.) struck back with another 
one guaranteeing the continuance of the allocation system. 

Metal For Industry 


The issue was turned into one 
of hig industries versus small 
business. Fulbright argued that 
Ferguson’s plan would throw 
foreign metals, including copper, 
on the open market where big 
buyers like the auto manufac¬ 
turers o.. Ferguson’s home state 
would gobble it all up. Small 
business would be out in the 
cold. Fulbright’s supporters 
maintained. 

Defense production officials 
agreed with Fulbright. They said 
under the Ferguson amendment 
big business would be in a posi¬ 
tion to get all the metals it 
wanted to buy while small plants, 
like many of those in New Eng¬ 
land, might get none. The Sen¬ 
ate approved the Fulbright 
amendment by a vote of 46 to 
31. 

And where did the New Eng¬ 
land senators stand? All over 
the place. Three voted with Ful¬ 
bright, four voted with Fergu¬ 
son, two w’ere absent but an¬ 
nounced they would have voted 
with Fulbright had they been 
present, and three took no posi¬ 
tion at all. %

What to Do 

This problem is of course, old 
stuff, but the foregoing is a con¬ 
crete reminder that it is a con¬ 
tinuing one and something 
should be done about it. We 
don’t want a Congressional 
"bloc’' to extort the American 
public for the benefit of New 
England. Criticism is justly in 
order for such groups as the 
well known silver and cotton 
blocks which get what they 
want at the expense of the gen¬ 
eral public through what 
amounts to blackmail. 

The handful of silver senators, 
for example, have been robbing 
the American public for as long 
as I can remember. Everyone of 
us pays through the nose for 
the gratuities which these eight 
or ten senators have got for the 
domestic silver mining industry. 

It works like this. The admin¬ 
istration will have some measure 
which it regards as crucially 
important before the Senate. 
The vote will be close. In such 


or defeat it. Plain blackmail! 

I have seen it happen time and 
again. Nothing will be said about 
it publicly, of course, but just 
after a great, but narrow vic¬ 
tory for the administration on 
some vitally important legisla¬ 
tion, like the loan to Great Brit¬ 
ain, for example, you would find 
that the Treasury had raised the 
price of silver or in some other 
way paid off the silver bloc. 

Delegation Split 

We don’t want that for New 
England, but we do want our 
1 senators and representatives, re- 
, gardless of party, to vote to¬ 
gether on issues affecting the 
j welfare of this region. And, of 
j course, the fact that our dele¬ 
gation is badly split politically 
does make it harder for them 
to work together. They’re not 
all Democrats, like the cotton 
senators. 

The New England Council has 
a reception for the New Eng¬ 
land delegation at least once a 
year in Washington, but other 
organizations ought to do the 
same thing. Invite them as a 
! group to meetings at various 
points in the six states. Make 
them feel that they belong to 
New England, not just to Con¬ 
necticut, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Maine. Massachusetts, or New 
Hampshire. 

A related problem was called 
to public attention the other day 
by Wesley MacHarrie, a former 
Boston wool merchant, who told 
Governor Dever’s committee 
studying the exodus of indus¬ 
tries from Massachusetts, that 
when matters of importance to 
New England come up at fed¬ 
eral agency hearings in Wash¬ 
ington or before Congressional 
committees, only six or seven 


man beings, who, strange as it 
might otherwise seem, react very 
much like anyone pise to the 
stimuli to which they are ex¬ 
posed. They know only the facts 
which are brought to them, and 
they are always impressed by 
the enthusiasm, or lack of it, 
with which matters are present 
ed to them. 

If any readers have any other 
ideas as to how these problem* 
of Congressional delegation co¬ 
hesion and regional representa¬ 
tion before Congressional com¬ 
mittees can be remedied, I would 
very much appreciate hearing 
from them.

Old Age Case 
Drop Blamed 
On Lien Law 


A new lien law was blamed 
for a major part of the drop In 
Newton old age assistance cases 
since the beginning of the year, 
in the monthly report of the New¬ 
ton Welfare Department, issued 
last week. 

Welfare Agent Edmund J. Pou- 
tas reported that 37 applications 
for assistance were withdrawn 
because of the law which gives 
the city a lien—to be enforced 
after death — on the recipient's 
real estate. The total difference 
between old age assistance cases 
last month and in May, 1951, was 
72. 

New applications for assist¬ 
ance are returning to their for¬ 
mer rate as residents are begin¬ 
ning to accept the new law, Mr. 
Poulas stated. 

The report reflected rising 
costs, as the number of cases of 
old age assistance and aid to de¬ 
pendent children dropped from 
last year, but the expense of the 
two categories was higher.

period of nearly six years It was 
the home of the new congrega¬ 
tion. Each Saturday evening a 
platform with temporary altar 
tvas set up for the Sunday wor¬ 
ship. The first marriage was 
performed on June 8, 1898 and 
the first funeral service was read 
on September 30, 1898. 

Mr. Millard served for a year 
and resigned to go to Framing¬ 
ham. A few months later Mr. 
Loring was invited to succeed 
Mr. Millard. He began his duties 
on April 1, 1899 while he was 
still a student at the Theological 
School. The first infant baptism 
was performed by Mr. Loring on 
Sunday. June 4, 1899, when he 
baptized Herbert Augustus Trus- 
sell. The first Confirmation Class 
was presented to Bishop Law¬ 
rence on November 5 of the same 
year. There were twenty-seven 
in the class. Later when the in¬ 
corporated parish had been or¬ 
ganized and Mr. Loring had been 
ordained to the priesthood, he 
became officially the first Rector 
of St. John’s Parish on June 28, 
1900. 

The life of the Parish frbm 
April 1, 1899 to March 8, 1926 
centers around the Rev. Richard 
Tuttle Loring. a greatly beloved 
rector who came to a congrega¬ 
tion numbering about thirty. 
Miss Mary Hackett was director 
of the Altar Guild. The Choir 
was under the direction of Miss 
Josephine Sherwood (Mrs. Henry 
Hull* who was also the organist. 
Choir rehearsals were held at the 
home of Mr. Loring. Mrs. Stil- 
phen, the Choir Mother, took 
charge of the choir vestments 
that were made by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. The first white altar 
hangings were made by Mrs. 
Stilphen and Miss Hackett. 
Among the social activities of the 
church were annual plays given 
by the young people of the 
Parish under the direction of 
Miss Sherwood, who was a well- 
known actress. 

The records show that toward 
the end of 1899 the members cf 
St. John’s Episcopal Church As¬ 
sociation were much concerned 
with acquiring some land and 
erecting a church building. The 
need of forming a corporation 
became apparent. On. January 
29, 1900 the first papers were 
signed and on June 28, 1900 the 
Association voted to turn over 
to St. John’s Parish of Newton- 
ville all its funds and property, 
thus dissolving the Association. 

The flrs't officers of the Parish, 


elected according to the new con¬ 
stitution, were: Senior Warden, 
Frank T. Benner; Junior Warden, 
Charles F. Avery; Treasurer, Ed¬ 
ward P. Hatch; Clerk, Franklin 
M. Elms; Vestrymen. Herbert L. 
Grew, Clifford Kimball, Enoch 
C. Adams, Newton E. Clark. 

At this June meeting a com¬ 
mittee was named to find a suit¬ 
able site for a church building 
and the following November 21, 
at a Parish Meeting, it was unan¬ 
imously voted to purchase the 
land on the corner of Lowell 
avenue .and Otis street at a cost 
of $4000. On this land at the 
time was a barn and a house. 
The barn was torn down and the 
house was moved to the next lot 
on Lowell avenue. 

Plans for the church were 
drawn by Mr. Henry Vaughn. 
At first a wooden structure was 
considered, but Mr. Charles W. 
Leonard made a generous gift 
of granite from his Vermont 
quarry. This made possible our 
present beautiful and substan¬ 
tial edifice dedicated to the wor¬ 
ship of God and the service of 
the community. Much apprecia¬ 
tion was due Mr. D. Frank Lord 
for his careful supervision of the 
work, generously given, which 
saved the Parish $4000~in the 
erection of the building. 

The cornerstone was laid by 
Bishop Lawrence on June 25, 
1902 at an afternoon service in 
which the choir and neighboring 
clergymen took part and which 
was attended by many people of 
the community. Construction 
proceeded rapidly and on March 
14, 1903 the last services were 
held in Temple Hall. The next 
Sunday, March 22, at 4:15 p.m. 
St. John’s Church was formally 
opened. Bishop Lawrence 
preached the sermon. 

The building was complete ex¬ 
cept for an organ. A temporary 
one was installed. All the Parish 
organizations contributed to the 
furnishings. The Woman’s Aux¬ 
iliary gave the altar; the Young 
Woman’s Auxiliary, the pulpit; 
the Young Men’s Club, the 
Bishop's chair; Mr. Edward Jour- 
neay, the communion rail; the 
Little Gleaners, the lectern. The 
window representing St. John 
was given by Mr. Edward P. 
Hatch and that telling the Christ¬ 
mas story by Mrs. Thomas Web¬ 
ster. Later Mr. Loring and his 
brothers and sister gave the win¬ 
dow at the right of the pulpit 
which depicts Christ and the cen¬ 
turion, Faith and the blind man 
of Jericho. 

At this time Mr. Elisha L. 
Avery became choir master. The 
soloists were Miss Leslie Kyle, 
soprano; Miss Sally Casey, con¬ 


tralto; Mr. Avery, tenor; Mr. 
Derby Brown, bass. Not long 
after the opening of the church 
the present organ was installed. 
The aeolian stop was given by 
the Young Men’s Club. About 
this time, too, Mr. and Mrs. II. 
W. Crooker gave the reredos In 
memory of their son. 

The Parish carried a heavy 
financial burden over these years, 
but in the treasurer’s report of 
January 1913 we find that after 
all obligations had been met 
there was a balance of $214 In 
the general func^ which was 
transferred to the Parish House 
fund. 

The church building could now 
be consecrated. The consecra¬ 
tion service was held on Sunday, 
April 27, 1913. Bishop Lawrence 
presided and received from the 
Wardens, Mr. Benner and Mr. 
Avery, the Instruments of Dona¬ 
tion and the Keys of the Church. 

The Sunday School was well 
organized and grew under Mr. 
Loring’s inspiration. He was as¬ 
sisted in this work by Mr. Wil¬ 
liam Nicholson. Later Mr. Doug¬ 
las Sloane and Mr. Edmund S. 
Whitten served as Superinten¬ 
dents of the Sunday School. The 
Woman’s Guild, the Young Wom¬ 
an's Club, the Knights of King 
Arthur, the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, the Altar Guild, the 
L ! ‘ Gleaners, the Choir, the 
Sunday School all worked for the 
growth of St. John’s. The Churcn 
Periodical Club came into being 
at this time. 

Mr. Loring hjfd the assistance 
of Mr. Hugh Birckhead from 1902 
to 1904 and of Mr. Albert R. 
Parker in the following years, 
while they were students' at 
E. T. S. Later Mr. James P. 
1 ..ardson served as Lay Read¬ 
er, as did Mr. William Nicholson. 

The rapidly increasing activ¬ 
ities of the Parish meant ex¬ 
panding physically. The need of 
a parish house and a rectory 
was recognized. The land on 
Otis street adjacent to the church 
property was purchased in 1914 
for $6000. Again Mr. Leonard 
made a gift to the Parish. This 
time it was his quarter interest 
in the land. The upper portion 
of the lot was sold and the money 
placed in the Parish House fund. 
Another donation to this fund 
was made by Bishop Lawrence 
and Bishop Babcock from two 
funds over which they had con¬ 
trol. The amount of this gift 
was $1000. 

As might be expected, World 
War I left its impress upon the 
life of the Parish. On January 
23, 1918 the Vestry voted that 
an Honor Roll be prepared and

placed In the vestibule of the 
Church and printed in the Calen¬ 
dar. Accordingly the Honor Roll 
appeared weekly In the Calendar. 
At the close of the war It con¬ 
tained twenty-five names. Of 
these two were casualties, Ar¬ 
thur K. Atkins and Paul Jones 
Farnum. A memorial service 
was held on Sunday, April 26, 
1919, in commemoration of those 
who gave thetr lives for their 
country. The records indicate 
that during the war the women 
of the Parish joined with others 
of the village to work for the 
Red Cross at Temple Hall, Ma¬ 
sonic Building. In October of 
1918, when the country was 
stricken by an epidemic of in¬ 
fluenza, the Church was closed 
for three Sundays as a precau¬ 
tionary measure. 

The Parish House was built in 
1921. Mr. Hubert G. Ripley was 
the architect, Mr. Carl W. Som¬ 
ers was - the builder, and Mr. 
James C. Irwin represented the 
Parish. The first shovelful of 
dirt was turned by the Rector, 
Mr. Loring, on the first Sunday 
after Trinity and the building 
was opened December 17, 1921. 
It was found that due to cost 
the building could not be com¬ 
pleted as planned. So it was de¬ 
cided to build the cloister and 
leave the celling of the upper 
floor until later. The cost of 
building the Parish House was 
$40,000, of which $20,000 was on 
hand when the project was 
started. In spite of the mort¬ 
gage, Mr. Loring and the mem¬ 
bers of the Parish were encour¬ 
aged. The visions of the growth 
of St. John’s were being realized. 

On December 5, 1922, Mr. 

Charles F. Avery passed to his 
eternal reward. As has already 
been noted, he was the first Ju¬ 
nior Warden of the Parish. He 
served in this office with devo¬ 
tion ann faithfulness continuous¬ 
ly until his resignation in April, 
1921. But his service to the 
Parish has continued, for by his 
will he established a trust fund 
of $20,000, the proceeds of which 
were to go to St. John’s Parish 
as long as it remained in the 
Episcopal Communion. This is 
the only endowment that St. 
John’s has. It is a constant help 
in the financial affairs of the 
Parish. 

At th? pre-observance exercises 
of the church held Sunday, a 
stained glass window depicting 
the calling of the Apostles was 
dedicated at the 11 o’clock serv¬ 
ice in memory of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles J. West, formerly of 
west Newton.

of previous bond issues unspent, 
and this should certainly be 
enough to carry the highway 
program to next January. We lost 
this amendment by a rollcall 
vote of 106-120. 

“Our amendment to strike out 
the additional seven-tenths cent 
in the gasoline tax lost out 11-117. 
I have not yet voted for any in¬ 
crease in gasoline taxes, because 
I believe that the present taxes 
are all that the traffic will bear. 
The only recourse was therefore, 
to vote against the bill, and I will 
also vote against the bond issue 
when it comes before the House 
at the enactment stage. 

“There is another phase of this 
bill which does not ‘add up.’ 
Seven-tenths extra per gallon 
of gasaline will not produce 
enough money to carry a bond 
issue of $200 million over a 30 
year period. A future legislature 
will have to find more taxes 
somewhere. That seems to me to 
be unsound afnd devious financing. 
I do not vote for that variety.”
